Requesters 
continue to have access to dA 
files contatning the tntelligenoe prod- 
uct, and to information on policy ques- 
tions and. debates on these pobcies. 
Additionally, access to fQes for individ- 
uaJ D.S. citizens and permanent resi- 
dent abens who seek information on 
themselves will not be affected by this
